The wore iKith cnndidnt(>rs 
for Congress, ami in th'Mf i aiii- 
Ijaigns they had alaised ea'-h other 
so that Wickliffe called Cloy out.

•■ipals t(M)k their places niul ai ihe 
wonl fired. Neither v. as hit.

M I tlinclied from what he 
thought was his duty, and he be- 
lieved his duty woh to attack the 
Wicilill'es on every (.M t asioii, Ho 
not only assailed young WicklilTc 
and called him a murderer, but he 
alsoattacked the father and said 
that lie was everything but what 
he pretended to l)e — a gentleman. 
Youap Wickliffe could not stand 
this, and he promptly challenged 
Denton to a duel. Being challeng- 
ed i)arty, Denton said he wanted 
sliptgiins at live steps. The se( - 
ond sent by Wickliffe was Innror 
stricken at this, and exclaimed: 

"Why, that wouhl Ix* murder!" 

"Yes, and it would be munler 
for Charley Wicklitfe to sht-ot at 
me twenty steps with a pistol, for 
r jhfiio iiOHiVsigliti'd that T can liot 
set' a man over tivi' stej)s away."

After much parleyiug it was fin- 
ally decided that tlie men sliould 
tight with rides at 2U yanls. The 
spring races were then going on in 

Ije.\iiigtoii, and on the morning 
young W'icklitfe started to go ti- 
t he place of rendezvous, a friend 
accitstod him, and asked him w li.^ic 
he was going that time of the 
'ii iniing, remarking that it was too 
early to be going to the races. 
Wicklitfe laugiiingly replied: 

' Oh, I'm just going out hero in 
the county to kill a near-sighted 
scoundrel. I'll be baok in time 

for the races." 

He ilrove on, and within le.it. 
than an hoar he was a corpse. The 

two Mien were attended by theii 
second and two surgeons. They wore 
placed at the proper distance apart 
.•I'ld a loaded rifle was given tc 
each. At the wonl lx>th tired, but 
Denton's gun cracked an instant 
b. r. iiv WicklifTe's, and the l)ullet 
stniik Wicklitfo's heart, killing 
him instantly. Denton est^a^jed 
unhurt. He was acquitted at the 
examining trial, but being of n 
deeply syinijathetic nature tho or- 
deal through which he had passed 
caused him to lose his reason, and 
he was taken to the Eastern Ken- 
tucky Lunatic Asylum a few mon- 
ths later. 

During the Civil War there were 
many killings, as Ivontucky wut 
about evenly divided between Con- 
federate and Union symiMtthizers 

From 1867 until 1872 there were 
many other political killings in 
Kentucky. They were mostly done 

by the ycnmg men wdio were not 
old enough to go into the war, but 
who had imhilied a spirit of law- 
lessness from tfie conditions which 
ubtained during the latter years ol 
the struggle. These young men 

banded themsidves together in 
ivuklux Klaus, as they were called, 
ami visted their wrath on political 
uppoiionts. Theie klans Udoiiged 
to Ixith parties, and ihe Kepubli- 
ean klans were as vindictive and as 

bloodtUiB^ M tbt^ JSwMn^^ 



nipt liiiii. He )mid littl;' attOMt 
to them at first, but finally got :!ii- 
gn- and told them what ho thought 
of Ihi'iii. Tlierouixni ten or a doz- 
en of the fellows attacked Clay. 
He was pow-.M-fiii. ]ihysi<'ially as 
well as menially, and he fought the 
entire crnwd. He I'.scd his lists, 
as ho had no weapi.n, Finally one 
of the men drew a large Ixjwie 
kiiire. and Clay saw tliat unices he 
disarmed him ho would be killed. 
Ho grabbed the blade of the knife 
with his j.ift hand and with hi-- 
right tried to pry oixni the i le.icli- 
■kI fist of the holder of the wea;;. n. 
He succeoiled, Imt just then Si 
Turner ran in and cut him in the 
right side with a bowie knife. But 
now Clay was armed, and he went 
at Turn. 'f. who was soon lying on 
the ground with mortal wuumls. 
Clay was also badly cut, and it was 
six niontlis before hi- was alile to 
go out. Turner died next day. 

In the year following Clay was 
.speaking at Russell's Cave, in Fay- 
ette county. He was making a 
plea for the abolition of slavery by 
oonstitntionni means. Tlit' op|ni- 
tion to Clay had sent down S.nitli 
!Uid secured n noted gambler and 
tighter, Bam Brown, who was 
known all over the lower Missis- 
sippi region as one of the liest pis- 
tol shots iu the country. He was 
present, together with a numl>er of 
righting men. the slavi-ry party 
had hired to attend him. When 
Clay got well into his speech and 
was growing eloquent over the 

•uise of slavery one of Brown's 
.'ompanions interruptud him, and 
Clay made some rough rejoinder, 
rind the tight Iwgaii. Brown drew 
a pistol and shot at Clay, who was 
not more than 20 feet from hiin. 
The bullet struck the scabbard of 
Clay's l>owie knife andglaiiccd otV. 
But the shoi'k wasgreat that Clay 
thought he was shot, and drew h's 
knife and Inigaii slasliing Brown 
in telling of the tight Chny said: 

"I thought I had reoeivKl my 
death \\ound fr.mi Brown. I fell 
the bullet from his pistol strik ' 
ma a tremendous blow in tku hnaai 
andl WUmdthttI had only a

"In order to take pbotograplis of ob- 
jects such as a hand or foot tiiesc olv 
jccts would I e placed between the juet- 
ai nnd the pinto, and tho result would 
lio slmihu' to those obtained by tlie 
X rays such substances as bone woulil 
show ch arly Ihroiiirli the tlesli .aiid sur- 
roiindliiK tissue, .\ phMiii:;raplt can be 
taken by iiieaii.s v)t milium in half a 
iiiliiiite. 

"The iniportaiiie of this discovery 
can harrtl.v be overestimated. The wou- 
derfnl results of the X rays now so 
useful in surgical diagnosis, can be du- 
plicated liy a motliod much cheaper. 
Moreover rndluni Hcenis to suffer no 
dlinlniitlon of eiicrfry or loss of weight 
durliii; lh(> process.
